out of two earlier movements, Rom- 
anticism and the’ French Rev batten. 
Romanticism is 
erary. cult. It dominated political 
matters, also taking a different form 
in each nation: It is more ‘than a 
reversion to emotion; it is a move- 
ment that oscillates between two 
poles, its extremes mingling in some 
of its manifestations. Originally it 
was not political, Herbert in 1759 first 
advanced the idea of the attempt of 
the individual to work out his own 
life, free and unimpeded and unaf- 
fected by his political and social en- 
vironment. Goethe was the great 
figure of this early Romanticism. Lord 
Byron in England and Thoreau in 
America are also typical. After 1790, 
the movement tends towards the oth- 
er pole—the idea that man is the rep- 
resentative of civilization, and only as 
he draws upon the reservoir of the 
wisdom of the ages can he amount to 
anything himself. Hegel is its great- 
est exponent, but John Henry New- 
man and the Catholic movement ex- 
ploit it in England; Hugo, DeMusset 
and the: whole French school are 
dominated by it. In the English- 
speaking nations there is a mystica! 
union, never definite, between the 
[ro ideas, as we see in Tennyson, 
| Browning, Ruskin, Carlyle and Em- 
erson, with Wagner in Germany. 


The second idea gave rise late in 
the 198th Century to the idea of a 
superior race, the Neo-Romanticism 
found best. in Nietsche. This. belief 
in its own as» the superior race is 
found in every nation, but only in 
Germany is it an. obsession. . Cur- 
iously the notion that Germany is a 
superior race originated in the writ- 
ings of a French diplomatist, Gob- 
ineaux, best known as the defender 
of Machiavelli and the Borgias.

is that, being a. superior race, they 
are bound by no moral responsibility 
whatever towards an inferior “race.

We 
see this idea full-flowered’ in Ger- 
many today. 


The ideas underlying the ‘French 
Revolution were. Liberty, , Equality 
and Fraternity—the first political, 
the second social, the third vague and 
formless. They were all looking to- 
wards the past, destroying all that 
had been, but constructing nothing 
to go on with. 


Carlyle stated the problem of this 
party to be “Given the world of 
men, to induce honesty through their 
united action,’ however greedy and 
self-aggrandizing the individuals may 
be. What the school really did was 
to give free reign to the rising mid- 
dle: class, to secure identity of inter- 
est between the governed and the 
government by giving a government 
for the working classes by means of 
the middle class. Gladstone brought 
the middle class to dominate in Eng; 
land. The republican party did the 
same in America. Matters of busi- 
ness and markets became the import- 
ant thing. Hence the need-of great 
armies and navies to protect or de- 
fend these interests. Hence the 
overweening importance of a foreign 
office, to prepare for a war that most 
certainly comes .because it is expect- 
ed, every man’s hand being against 
Man’s, and so with 
states. This explains European his- 
tory after 1830, the two schools of 
Romanticism and the French Revo- 
lution bitterly opposed. But the in- 
teraction of these two sets of ideas 
has brought out the enormous quant- 
ity of. explosive material which led to 
the present war. To get the clearest 
concept of the idea implied in the 
words, Liberty, Equality and Fra- 
ternity, we must go back to Rous- 
seau, who was himself, however, a

AGED HER 


According to Mrs. Lois Kimball 
Matthews, national president of the 
Association’ of Collegiate Alumnae 
and dean of women at the University 
of Wisconsin, there are two dangers 
that the women of the’ country, all 
women but especially the trained 
college women; can and should fight 
in the present, erisis. 

One danger that threatens is at 
home and is a very real one. Cer- 
tain vested interests, certain greedy 
corporations, are taking advantage 
of the absorption of the progressive 
and practical, high-minded men of 
the country in war work, to try to un- 
do all the hardly-won legislation se- 
curing shorter hours for women 
workers and the longer years for chil- 
dren before they are taken from 
school and put into factories. These 
same interests are also trying to get 
control of the vocational schools in 
order to turn them into apprentice- 
ship schools for their own industries, 
thus furnishing them skilled labor at 
state expense. The move is for 
double boards of education, those for 
the ordinary schools and those for 
the vocational schools—divoreing the 
latter from the public schools and 
making of them trade- schools. like 
those of. Germany, making a caste 
system in the United States, making 
it impossible ‘for a child to get the 
broad foundation that will allow. him 
to choose his lifework, and making it 
also impossible for the boy who has 
been put at a trade for which. he is 
unsuited to change to something that 
he can do;in other words if a boy, 
put into such & school at an age when 
he has no idea of what his bent is, 
fails in the arbitrarily chosen occu- 
pation, hig life is wrecked; for it will 
be too late and he too old to start in 

over, and he will not have the found- 
ation training that will give him the 
needed power to start. Women must 
fight this tendency to adopt the Ger- 
man idea or we will have the same 
result as in Germany, where many 
school children, set at work they can- 
not do, commit suicide under the 
economic pressure exerted by these 
schools. The whole idea of separate 
trade schools, is un-American and 
un-republican. 

The other menace is the: pro-Ger- 
man or pacifist propaganda; and this 
Mrs. Matthews, who has just come 
from conferences with the national 
bureaus! at Washington and in New 
York, says is insidious and wide- 
spread beyond belief.

The National Bureau 
of Information begged her to have 
the women take up this work in the 
schools: and so relieve that bureau, 
and its men speakers for work among 
adults. Every college woman can 
speak herself or train girls to speak, 
and every woman who can talk well 
should give a certain definite time 
every week to this service. What 
the children tell at home that they 
learned at.school will get attention 
from the’ parents far more than a di~- 
réct talk from‘ an adult.. She told: 
of a woman in. Madison who came iñ- 
to. a bank and bought a Liberty bond !

AT WORK 


Lansing, Mich., Nov. 27—Approval 
of overalls and jackets for women who 
are taking places left vacant in Mich- 
igan industries by men who have 
“gone over there” or are enroute, via 
the cantonments and training camps, 
was given by the state board of health 
today. 

The board has made a study of 
the situation which hag resulted in a 
special motto, “health and output are 
inseparable,” being selected by the 
board for the guidance of manufac- 
turers and others who are meeting the 
labor shortage by taking on women 
workers. 

For the women themselves the 
board has a number of suggestions 
which should be studied by all women 
who are now engaged in’ industrial 
work or who contemplate facing the 
world with the bread-winner of the 
family perhaps named. among those 
captured, wounded or killed. 

The board’s recommendations are: 

Avoid overcrowding conditions. 

Insist on good light and ventilation, 

Observe the hours for labor, also 
for rest and recreation. 

Eat good substantial food. 

Enjoy all the fresh air possible. 

Clothe yourself in garments and 
Shoes most fitted for your work, al- 
lowing the body and feet full and pro- 
per action. If overalls and jackets are 
most convenient, wear them, ‘for’ 
minds the board, ‘you are filling a 
man’s position’. 

Your country needs your help, but 
asks you to bear in mind that output 
and health are inseparable. 

The greatest safeguard for the 
health of women in replacing men, in 
Mi (ne Opinion of Dr. R. M. Olin, sec- 
Ø| retary of the board, is limiting work- 
i| ing hours. Discussing the subject 
with a representative of the Press, 
Dr. Olin said:
